INTRODUCTION 

In  October  of  1987  GCM  Services,  Inc.,  in  Butte,  Montana  was  contracted  by  the  Montana 
Department  of  State  Lands  (DSL)  to  perform  a  cultural  resource  inventory  and  evaluation  of 
selected  abandoned  coal  and  hard  rock  mines  in  Montana. 

In  the  interest  of  public  safety  and  health,  the  DSL,  as  part  of  its  abandoned  mines  reclama- 
tion program,  plans  to  permanently  seal  selected  mine  openings  in  the  Garnet  mining  dis- 
trict. 

As  part  of  this  work,  the  DSL  has  entered  into  a  memorandum  of  agreement  with  the  Office 
of  Surface  Mining  (OSM)  and  the  Montana  State  Historic  Preservation  Office  (SHPO)  to 
inventory  and  evaluate  selected  mine  sites  in  a  number  of  historic  geologic  mining  districts 
which  are  likely  to  be  eligible  for  inclusion  in  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places.  The 
objective  of  this  inventory  is  to  document  the  mine  sites  through  literature  and  records  re- 
view. Field  review  of  the  site  locations  was  conducted  by  Northern  Engineering  and 
Testing  Inc.,  Helena,  and  DSL  personnel.  Based  on  the  literature  review  the  Garnet  min- 
ing district  was  evaluated  in  terms  of  its  potential  to  meet  criteria  established  by  the  National 
Register  of  Historic  Places  (NRHP)  as  a  historic  district. 

This  report  presents  the  results  of  an  inventory  of  selected  hard  rock  mine  sites  in  the 
Garnet  mining  district  in  Granite  County  and  one  site  in  the  Top  o'  Deep  mining  district  in 
Granite  and  Powell  Counties.  An  assessment  of  the  significance  of  the  district  as  a  whole 
is  also  made.  Included  in  this  inventory  and  assessment  are  the  following  mine  sites:  the 
Austin  (24GN574),  Grant  &  Hartford  (24GN575),  Herzer  &  Green  (24GN576),  Magone 
&  Anderson  Prospect  (24GN577),  Mountain  (PW458),  Mountain  View  (24GN355), 
Peggy  Ann  (24GN579),  Shamrock  (24GN580)  and  Willie  (24GN581). 

Figure  1  shows  the  general  location  of  the  project  area  while  Figures  2  and  3  show  the  lo- 
cations of  the  sites  on  the  USGS  Elevation  Mountain,  Mont.  7.5'  quadrangle  map. 

This  report  has  been  prepared  by  Paul  Anderson  with  the  assistance  of  Dale  Decco.  It  was 
edited  by  Lynn  Fredlund.  Official  site  inventory  forms  are  on  file  in  the  state  site  files  at 
the  Department  of  Anthropology,  University  of  Montana  and  are  included  in  Appendix  A. 
All  notes  and  supportive  information  resulting  from  the  cultural  resource  work  will  be 
maintained  at  the  office  of  GCM  Services,  Inc.,  Butte,  Montana.

METHODOLOGY 

The  state  site  files  at  the  University  of  Montana,  Montana  Historical  Society's  Historic 
Preservation  Office  files,  and  the  Historic  Sites  Compendium  (Montana  Fish  and  Game 
Commission  1975)  were  searched  for  previously  recorded  sites  in  the  area.  The 
Government  Land  Office  (GLO)  records  at  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management's  (BLM)  Butte 
office  were  consulted  for  relevant  information  on  the  mine  sites  through  GLO  plat  maps, 
historical  indices  and  mineral  survey  records.  Publications  from  the  United  States 
Geological  Survey  (USGS);  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Mines  and  the  Montana  Bureau  of 
Mines  and  Geology  were  searched  for  published  material,  as  were  non-goveramental 
sources  on  western  mining  history.  Where  available,  local  informants  were  interviewed  for 
relevant  information. 

GCM  Services  did  not  conduct  field  inventories  of  each  site.  Site  forms  were  completed 
based  on  available  literature  and  maps  provided  by  DSL  and  produced  by  Northern 
Engineering  and  Testing,  Inc.,  Helena. 

The  sites  were  recorded  on  standard  site  forms  and  assigned  a  site  number  by  the  state  site 
files  office  at  the  University  of  Montana  under  the  trinomial  system  of  the  Smithsonian 
Institution.  The  mines  were  evaluated  according  to  the  literature  review  for  their  possible 
contribution  to  a  historic  district.  The  present  condition  and  age  of  standing  structures,  and 
the  presence  of  other  features  and  artifacts  could  not  be  determined  from  the  information 
provided  and  consequentiy  have  not  been  addressed  on  the  site  forms  or  in  this  report. 


RESULTS  OF  FILES  SEARCH  AND  LITERATURE  REVIEW 

The  Montana  Historic  Preservation  Plan  with  Historic  Sites  Compendium  (1975)  lists  a 
number  of  sites,  including  Garnet  itself,  within  the  general  vicinity  of  the  project  area.  The 
Compendium  lists  the  Garnet  Historic  District  and  states:  "Beginning  in  1865  a  sequence  of 
gold  discoveries  caused  a  series  of  short-lived  towns  (Beartown,  Reynolds  City,  Coloma, 
Garnet  and  others)  to  spring  up  and  die  out." 

Bearmouth,  located  about  eight  miles  south  of  Garnet,  is  listed  as  a  trading  point  for  the 
placer  camps  at  Beartown,  Garnet  and  Coloma.  Coloma  is  also  listed  as  "...the  site  of  both 
placer  workings  and  underground  mines  from  1867  through  the  1880s.  There  were  also 
extensive  developments  here  from  1905  -1916."  The  Mullen  Road,  which  ran  along  the 
Clark  Fork  River,  is  also  listed  in  the  Compendium.  . 

A  number  of  sites  in  the  Garnet  mining  district  were  recorded  by  the  Bureau  of  Land 
Management's  Butte  District  Office.  These  sites  include:  24GN319  (historic  cabin), 
24GN320  (historic  cabin),  24GN321  (historic  cabin),  24GN355  (Mountain  View  mine), 
24GN356  (historic  cabin),  24GN357  (historic  cabin),  24GN358  (historic  boarding  house), 
24GN360  (historic  mining  cabin),  24GN361  (historic  cabin),  24GN370  (historic  struc- 
ture), 24GN37 1  (historic  cabin  and  placer  mine  workings),  24GN372  (historic  mining 
cabin),  24GN373  (historic  cabin),  24GN374  (historic  cabin),  24GN375  (Magone  and 
Anderson  mine),  24GN376  (historic  structures  and  24GN377  (Sierra  mine). 

BLM  personnel  also  recorded  three  sites  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Top  o'  Deep  mining  district 
including:  24PW183  (Reynolds  City  townsite),  24PW223  (historic  placer  and  dragline 
workings,  and  a  prehistoric  site)  and  24PW224  (historic  placer  mine  cabin). 

The  BLM  has  initiated  action  to  nominate  the  town  of  Garnet  as  a  National  Register  of 
Historic  Places  historic  district.  The  town  site  has  been  assigned  the  site  number  of 
24GN540. 

A  search  of  the  state  site  files  at  the  Historic  Preservation  Office  in  Helena  and  a  literature 
review  revealed  that  a  number  of  professional  inventories  and  other  historic  documentation 
had  been  conducted  in  the  Garnet  mining  district.  Gallacher  (1982)  conducted  work  for  the 
Butte  District  Office  of  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management  -  Historical  Research  Associates, 
Missoula.  This  study  concentrated  on  the  town  of  Garnet  and  its  immediate  vicinity  as  part 
of  the  BLMs  management  plan  for  the  Garnet  Resource  Area.  Helen  Hammond's  Garnet: 
Montana's  Last  Gold  Camp  (1983)  is  a  popular  account  of  the  picturesque  ghost  town  with 
numerous  photographs  and  brief  sketches  of  the  people  and  events  of  the  mining  camp 
around  the  turn  of  the  century.  As  part  of  the  Garnet  Preservation  Project,  John  Ellingsen 
(1970)  compiled  Garnet:  The  Typical  Ghost  Town  primarily  from  oral  histories  of  individ- 
uals who  had  lived  in  the  Garnet  area.  The  standard  report  on  the  geology  and  early  mining 
history  of  the  district  was  done  by  J.  T.  Pardee  (1918)  for  the  United  States  Geological 
Survey.  Kauffman  and  Earll  (1963)  also  studied  the  geology  of  the  district  but  included 
only  a  brief  account  of  the  district's  mining  history. 

Brief  accounts  of  the  Top  o'  Deep  mining  district  are  found  in  Wolle  (1963),  Pardee  (1918) 
and  Kauffman  and  Earll  1963). 


PHYSICAL  SETTING 

The  Garnet  mining  district  is  located  in  the  Garnet  Range  in  northern  Granite  County. 
Mountains  rise  above  6000  feet  in  the  area  in  and  around  the  district  with  Mount  Baldy  at 
6940  feet  the  highest  point.  The  average  reUef  is  about  2000  feet.  The  topography  of  the 
area  is  rugged  with  steep  slopes  and  narrow  valleys  and  gulches.  The  district  is  drained  by 
Bear  Creek  and  Deep  Creek  which  flow  southward  into  the  Clark  Fork  while  Elk  Creek 
flows  northwesterly  to  the  Blackfoot  River. 

The  climate  of  the  project  area  is  typical  of  this  northern  mountainous  region.  The  mean 
annual  temperate  is  42°  F  with  winter  temperatures  ranging  from  30°  below  zero  to  40°  F. 
Summer  temperatures  range  from  32°  to  85°  F.  Precipitation  in  the  area  is  approximately  15 
inches  a  year. 

Vegetation  in  the  area  is  classed  by  Payne  (1973)  as  lodgepole  pine-Douglas  fir  forest. 
Yellow  pine,  Engelmann  spruce,  larch,  aspen,  willow  and  alder  are  also  found  in  the  re- 
gion. Open  park  areas  are  generally  covered  the  native  bunchgrasses.  The  northern  part 
of  the  area  is  heavily  forested  while  the  southern  slopes  are  generally  barren  of  forest  cover 
(Kauffman  and  Earll  1963). 

J.  T.  Pardee  (1918)  describes  the  geology  of  the  area  as  follows: 

...pan  of  the  borderland  between  the  great  pre-Cambrian  shale  and  quartzite 
area  of  northwestern  Montana  and  a  province  of  Paleozoic  and  later  sedi- 
ments deposited  along  the  main  axis  of  the  Rocky  Mountains.  In  its  south- 
east comer  Cretaceous  shale  and  sandstone  are  exposed.  Toward  the 
northwest  older  beds,  including  at  least  4,000  feet  of  Paleozoic  limestones, 
succeed  one  another  in  descending  order  before  the  Algonkian  shales  and 
quartzites  are  reached.  The  latter  occupy  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  area  de- 
scribed, are  5,000  feet  or  more  in  thickness,  and  belong  to  the  upper  part  of 
the  Belt  series.  In  common  with  many  other  parts  of  the  general  region  this 
area  does  not  show  angular  discordances  between  any  of  the  rocks  men- 
tioned, all  the  beds  having  apparently  remained  undisturbed  until  the  last 
was  laid  down.  Therefore  breaks  in  the  sedimentation  are  not  readily  de- 
tected, and  a  great  gap  between  the  Cambrian  and  Belt  rocks  would  hardly 
be  suspected  in  a  casual  examination.  So  far  as  the  observations  go,  how- 
ever, the  Flathead  quartzite,  the  oldest  Cambrian  formation  known  in  the 
general  region,  is  not  present  everywhere  in  the  area  described  (Pardee 
1918:165-166). 


BACKGROUND  HISTORY-  GARNET  AND  TOP  O'  DEEP  DISTRICTS 

The  Gamet  mining  district  was  one  of  the  earliest  to  be  established  in  the  Montana  Territory 
along  with  those  at  Bannack,  Virginia  City,  Butte,  Silver  Star  and  Philipsburg.  Preceding 
the  discovery  of  gold  in  the  Gamet  district  was  the  discovery  of  placer  deposits  in  1865  at 
the  confluence  of  Bear  Creek  with  the  Clark  Fork.  The  area  -  called  Bearmouth  -  produced 
more  than  $7,000,000  during  its  short  lifetime.  Soon  after  the  discoveries  at  Bearmouth, 
prospectors  searched  the  interior  of  the  Gamet  Range  for  other  placer  and  lode  deposits. 
They  were  not  long  in  coming,  for  within  a  year  the  lode  deposits  at  Top  o'  Deep,  located 
about  four  miles  east  of  Gamet,  were  made.  The  next  year,  in  1867,  the  rich  deposits  in 
the  Gamet  (or  First  Chance)  district  were  located.  Copper  Cliff  in  1891  and  Coloma  in 
1897  followed  sometime  later  (Pardee  1918;  Kauffman  and  Earll,  1963). 

Initially,  only  placer  deposits  were  worked  in  the  Gamet  district  even  though  the  rich  Grant 
and  Hartford,  Lead  King,  and  Shamrock  lodes  were  discovered  in  1867.  Although  nu- 
merous small  underground  mines  developed  throughout  the  district  with  the  ore  being  pro- 
cessed in  arrastras  along  Bear  Creek,  large-scale  production  in  the  district  did  not  get  un- 
derway until  the  mid- 1890s.  The  first  major  lode  mining  did  not  occur  until  1886  when  B. 
A.  C.  Stone  worked  the  Haparanda  Lode  above  the  Top  o'  Deep  district.  In  1896  the 
Nancy  Hanks  ore  body,  which  had  been  discovered  by  Sam  Ritchey  in  1873,  was  devel- 
oped after  a  rich  vein  of  red  ore  was  found  in  a  shoot  off  the  mine's  old  shaft.  The  Nancy 
Hanks  mine  became  one  of  the  mainstays  of  the  district  for  the  next  three  years  and  then 
continued  to  produce  intermittently  until  1907,  at  which  point  it  had  produced  about 
$300,000.  Other  important  mines  followed  the  Nancy  Hanks  during  this  period  including: 
the  Tiger,  Dewey,  International,  Grant  and  Hartford,  Robert  Emmett,  Minnie  Palmer, 
Fairview,  Shamrock,  Magone  and  Anderson,  and  the  Crescent-Lead  King-Red  Cloud 
group  (Pardee  1918;  Kauffman  and  Earll  1963;  Wolle  1963;  Cushman  1973;  Hammond 
1983). 

During  this  early  period  most  of  the  ore  from  the  district  was  shipped  to  smelters  in  Butte 
or  Helena,  although  small  amounts  were  milled  at  the  mines.  The  ore  was  hauled  by  wagon 
10  miles  to  Bearmouth  and  then  delivered  to  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  or  the  Chicago, 
Milwaukee  and  St.  Paul  Railway  for  shipment  to  the  smelters.  A  recovery  rate  of  80  to  90 
percent  of  the  gold  and  silver  was  obtained  from  the  oxidized  ore.  Small  amounts  of  cop- 
per and  lead  were  also  recovered.  During  this  early  period  from  1867  to  1916  an  estimated 
$1,5(X),000  worth  of  ore  was  taken  from  the  district  (Pardee  1918;  Kauffman  and  Earll 
1963). 

The  town  of  Gamet  also  reached  its  peak  during  this  period.  The  first  post  office  was  es- 
tablished in  1896.  Originally,  the  town  was  called  Mitchell,  after  Dr.  Armistead  Mitchell 
who  set  up  the  first  stamp  mill  in  the  area,  but  then  it  was  changed  to  Gamet  in  1897.  At 
this  point  the  town  had  13  saloons,  four  hotels,  a  school,  two  barber  shops,  three  livery 
stables,  a  candy  shop,  an  assay  office,  a  butcher  shop,  a  doctor's  office  and  daily  stage 
service  to  Bearmouth.  Some  twenty  mines  were  in  operation  around  the  community  (First 
Federal  Savings  and  Loan  Association  n.d.;  Cheney  1983;  see  also:  Ellingsen  1970; 
Gallacher  1982;  Hammond  1983  for  additional  accounts  of  early  Gamet  history). 

In  August  of  1900,  Samuel  Ritchey  leased  the  Nancy  Hanks  mine  to  Colonel  L.  C.  Parker, 
who  would  himself  drop  the  lease  within  two  years.  Other  mines  followed  this  pattern  as 
the  richer  veins  of  ore  were  depleted.  The  Anderson  and  Magone,  Shamrock,  Lead  King, 
and  Musicbrod  mines  continued  to  operate,  but  on  a  reduced  scale  under  lessees.  The  town 
of  Gamet  declined  with  the  mines  and  by  1905  it  was  reduced  to  around  200  persons.  In 
1912  a  fire  destroyed  almost  half  the  town  and  by  1920  it  had  become  virtually  a  ghost 
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town,  although  the  post  office  stayed  open  until  1928.  Little  mining  was  done  during  the 
1920s  but  with  the  1934  action  of  President  Roosevelt  raising  the  price  of  gold  to  $32  an 
ounce,  interest  revived  and  many  of  the  old  mines  were  reopened.  Production  continued 
from  the  Nancy  Hanks,  Shamrock,  Magone  and  Anderson,  and  the  Crescent-Lead  King- 
Red  Cloud  group,  with  smaller  amounts  produced  by  the  Robert  Emmet,  Free  Coinage, 
and  San  Jose  mines.  Production  again  came  to  a  halt  during  World  War  n  when  the  gov- 
ernment closed  down  non-essential  gold  mines  as  part  of  the  war  effort.  Some  production 
resumed  following  the  war  but  by  the  early  1950s  the  productive  period  of  the  Gamet  dis- 
trict appeared  to  be  at  an  end,  with  last  recorded  ore  shipment  occurring  in  1955.  By  this 
point  all  the  known  accessible  quartz-gold  veins  had  been  worked  out  and  any  remaining 
ore  would  most  likely  be  low  grade  and  unprofitable  to  mine.  However,  some  develop- 
ment work  has  continued  sporadically  firom  the  1960s  through  the  1980s  although  no  fur- 
ther production  of  any  consequence  has  been  reported  (Mining  World  1905,  1906; 
Kauffman  and  Earll  1963;  Geach  1962;  1965;  1966;  Cheney  1983;  Gallacher  1982). 

Even  though  most  mining  in  the  district  since  1916  has  been  small-scale,  intermittent  oper- 
ations, production  in  the  Gamet  district  was  greater  than  it  had  been  during  the  pre- 19 16 
period.  More  efficient  techniques  for  reworking  old  mine  tailings  and  higher  prices  for 
metals  have  resulted  in  the  production  of  about  $2,099,000  worth  of  gold  and  silver  -  plus 
small  amounts  of  lead,  zinc  and  copper  -  bringing  the  district's  total  production  to  around 
$3,599,000  and  making  it  the  most  important  of  the  lode-mining  districts  in  the  Gamet 
Range  (Kauffman  and  Earll  1963). 

The  Top  o'  Deep  mining  district  was  a  small  mining  camp  to  the  east  of  Gamet  which  was 
most  active  during  the  1860s  as  a  placer  camp.  Some  lode  mining  was  conducted  during 
the  1890s  but  was  limited  by  constant  litigation.  Total  production  was  estimated  by  Pardee 
to  have  been  around  $50,000  although  Cushman  reported  an  extremely  rich  claim  was  lo- 
cated in  the  district  which  yielded  $240,000  in  gold  (Pardee  1918;  Wolle  1963;  Cushman 
1973). 

GARNET  MINE  HISTORIES 

Austin  (24GN574) 

The  Austin  was  apparently  a  small  operation  on  the  Austin  claim  which  was  opened  and 
produced  for  a  few  years  during  the  1930s.  The  1938  Mineral  Yearbook  lists  the  Austin  as 
a  gold,  silver  and  copper  mine  which  shipped  low-grade  ore  for  smelting  in  1936  and 
1937.  It  is  unlikely  the  mine  was  a  major  producer  or  was  active  for  more  than  a  few  years 
(GLO  Mineral  Survey  Plat  Map  No.  6971-2-3-4-5). 

The  Austin  claim  was  located  by  Henry  Grant  on  May  4.  1895  and  surveyed  in  1903 
(Mineral  Survey  No.  6974),  at  which  time  there  was  only  a  discovery  tunnel  on  the  claim. 
Grant  also  had  the  adjacent  Sierra,  Forest,  Cleveland  and  Gold  King  claims.  The  Sierra 
mine,  located  on  the  Sierra  claim  a  few  hundred  feet  west  of  the  Austin,  was  reported  to 
have  produced  a  small  amount  of  medium-grade  ore  during  the  late  1890s.  The  adjacent 
Sierra  mine,  24GN377,  was  recorded  by  the  BLM  on  September  29, 1981.  At  the  time  of 
the  1903  survey,  the  mine  had  four  discovery  shafts,  a  discovery  tunnel,  nine  other  shafts, 
two  tunnels,  drifts  and  raises,  and  a  house  -  all  valued  at  $14,120  which  would  indicate  a 
moderate  sized  operation.  The  Austin  appears  to  have  been  an  attempt  to  reopen  the  vein 
worked  by  the  earlier  Sierra  mine  operation.  No  records  were  available  which  would  indi- 
cate the  mine  ever  produced  any  significant  amount  of  ore.  Some  development  work  was 
done  at  the  site  in  the  early  1980s  but  no  production  resulted  from  the  effort  (GLO  Mineral 
Survey  Plat  Map  No.  6971-2-3-4-5;  Pardee  1918;  Mace  1988). 
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Grant  and  Hartford  r24GN575) 

The  Grant  and  Hartford  was  a  moderate-sized  gold  mine  which  was  active  before  1910. 
The  Henry  Grant  and  James  Hartford  Lode  was  first  located  by  the  Butte  and  Garnet  Gold 
Mining  Company  on  October  16,  1875.  The  claim  was  surveyed  in  September  of  1904 
and  was  shown  to  have  a  discovery  shaft,  tunnel  and  winze  valued  at  $2000.  Most  of  the 
mine's  productive  period  apparently  occurred  during  the  next  few  years  when  an  estimated 
$30,000  worth  of  ore  was  taken  from  the  mine.  At  this  point,  the  mine  consisted  of  the 
main  adit  which  drove  eastward  into  the  Magone  and  Anderson  claim.  The  mine  car  tracks 
from  the  adit  to  the  dump  ran  over  a  trestle  which  crossed  the  road  from  Garnet  to 
Bearmouth.  Pardee  reported  there  was  also  a  winze,  with  short  levels,  sunk  200  feet  on 
the  vein,  plus  another  adit  level  on  the  west  side  of  First  Chance  Gulch.  By  1912  and 
1913,  however,  the  mine's  main  adit  was  used  only  for  removing  ore  from  the  adjacent 
Magone  and  Anderson  mine  (GLO  Mineral  Survey  Plat  Map  No.  7327;  Pardee  1918). 

Following  this  early  productive  period  the  mine,  although  owned  by  the  Butte  and  Garnet 
Gold  Mining  and  Milling  Company,  was  operated  by  lessees.  The  mine  was  worked  only 
intermittendy  through  the  1920s  and  1930s.  The  ore  was  hauled  to  Bearmouth  where  it 
was  taken  by  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  to  various  mills  for  cyanidation.  There  are  no 
records  of  any  further  ore  shipments  after  1940  (Mineral  Resources  1910,  1919,  1927; 
Mineral  Yearbook  1935,  1940). 

Herzer  and  Green  (24GN576) 

The  Herzer  and  Green  mine  was  a  small  operation  located  on  the  south  slope  of  Anderson 
Mountain.  The  mine  was  on  unpatented  ground  and  apparently  operated  for  a  few  years 
during  the  late-1930s.  In  1940  the  mine  had  a  60-foot  shaft  and  three  tunnels.  The  gold 
and  silver  ore  was  either  shipped  or  processed  at  the  mine  in  a  five-ton,  gasoline  powered 
Gibson  mill.  The  mine  employed  four  men  who  handled  about  300  cubic  yards  of  ore  per 
day.  The  mine  was  shut  down  shortly  after  and  has  not  been  reopened  (GLO  Mineral 
Survey  Plat  Map  for  T12N  R14W;  Work  Projects  Administration  Mineral  Resources 
Survey  1940;  Mace  1988). 

Magone  and  Anderson  Prospect  (24GN577) 

The  mining  remnants  on  the  site  appear  to  have  been  a  small  prospecting  operation  of  the 
Butte  and  Garnet  Gold  Mining  and  Milling  Company  -  the  owners  and  operators  of  the 
nearby  Magone  and  Anderson  mine,  located  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  north  of  the  site.  The 
prospecting  operation  is  on  the  company's  Magone  and  Anderson  claim.  Tlie  company 
also  held  the  adjacent  Nancy  Hanks  [not  to  be  confused  with  the  Nancy  Hanks  Lode  claim 
located  further  west],  Lide  and  Adelia  claims.  Mining  operations  at  this  location  probably 
occurred  sometime  following  1916  since  the  survey  plat  map  done  that  year  does  not  show 
any  mining  workings  at  the  site's  location.  The  operation  most  likely  occurred  during  the 
1930s  when  the  mine  was  reactivated.  (GLO  Mineral  Survey  Plat  Map  No.  9876). 

The  original  Magone  and  Anderson  mine  was  located  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  southeast  of 
Garnet  and  was  one  of  the  more  productive  mines  in  the  district.  (The  main  Magone  and 
Anderson  mine  was  first  recorded  by  the  BLM  on  October  7,  1981  and  assigned  site  num- 
ber 24GN375).  In  June  of  1916,  when  the  claims  were  surveyed,  the  various  workings  on 
the  claims  amounted  to  four  discovery  shafts,  a  tunnel  and  parts  of  two  other  tunnels,  val- 
ued at  $13,690.  When  the  site  was  examined  by  John  Taylor  in  1981  there  were  the  re- 
mains of  a  two  boarding  houses,  a  small  shack,  a  log  structure  and  a  steam  powerplant  on 
the  site.  The  structures  were  reported  to  have  dated  from  the  1930s  (GLO  Mineral  Survey 
Plat  Map  No.  9876;  Pardee  1918). 
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In  1904  the  mine  was  being  run  by  Tom  Anderson  through  four  tunnels  and  a  shaft  with  a 
vertical  depth  of  2500  feet.  The  mine  was  reported  to  have  shipped  one  car  load  of  high 
grade  ore  which  averaged  $80  to  the  ton.  Although  considerable  work  was  done  on  the 
property  before  1910,  the  mine's  most  productive  period  was  from  1910  to  1914.  During 
that  period  the  mine  was  reported  to  have  produced  about  2600  tons  of  ore  in  addition  to 
working  ore  from  old  dumps.  The  ore  was  estimated  to  have  been  worth  over  $150,000 
which  brought  the  mine's  total  production  up  to  about  $300,000.  The  ore  was  of  a  high- 
grade  with  some  shipments  running  as  high  as  five  and  one-half  ounces  of  gold,  six  and 
one-half  ounces  of  silver  plus  small  amounts  of  copper  jjer  ton  of  ore.  During  this  period 
the  working  entry  to  the  mine  was  through  the  main  adit  level  of  the  Grant  and  Hartford 
mine  [see:  24GN575].  Most  of  the  ore  was  taken  from  a  cross  cut  known  as  the  Magone 
and  Anderson  tunnel  No.  5  which  was  located  about  80  feet  above  the  entry  tunnel  (The 
Minine  World  Sept.  16,  1905;  Feb.  24,  1906;  Pardee  1918). 

Following  this  period,  the  company's  charter  expired  and  it  was  reorganized  as  the  Gamet- 
Butte  Gold  Mining  Company.  The  mine  continued  to  operate  under  lessees  who  engaged 
in  small-scale  mining  and  development  work  during  the  1930s.  From  1940  to  1942  the 
mine  was  reported  to  have  produced  20,000  ounces  of  gold  and  20,000  ounces  of  silver 
before  the  mine  was  closed  in  1942  by  government  order  which  shut  down  all  non-essen- 
tial gold  mining  during  World  War  II.  The  mine  was  not  reopened  following  the  war  and 
has  remained  inactive  (Gilbert  1935;  Work  Projects  Administration  Mineral  Resources 
Survey  1940;  Trauerman  and  Reyner  1950;  Krohn  and  Weist  1977). 

Mountain  (24PW458) 

Mining  in  the  Top  o'  Deep  district,  located  about  four  miles  east  of  the  Garnet  district,  be- 
gan in  the  mid- 1860s  when  placer  claims  were  first  worked.  Gold-bearing  quartz  veins 
were  uncovered  by  these  early  placer  workings  and  some  of  the  veins  were  worked  at 
shallow  depths  although  Utde  substantial  lode  mining  occurred  until  later  in  the  nineteenth 
century. 

The  Mountain  mine  apparently  was  first  operated  around  the  turn  of  the  century.  By  1916 
it  was  the  only  lode  mine  still  in  operation  in  the  Top  o'  Deep  mining  district.  The  mine, 
operated  by  H.  P.  Hanifin  and  located  on  unpatented  ground  on  the  western  rim  of  the 
basin  at  the  head  of  Deep  Creek,  consisted  of  shallow  workings  only  40  feet  below  the 
surface  with  about  50  feet  of  drifts.  Previous  operators  were  reported  to  have  produced 
one  carload  of  ore  that  yielded  16  percent  copper  but  little  or  no  gold  and  silver.  There  are 
no  records  of  this  small  operation  remaining  active  beyond  1916  (Pardee  1918). 

According  to  Pardee  (1918)  production  in  the  Top  o'  Deep  mining  district  was  limited  and 
by  1916  only  about  $50,000  worth  of  gold  ore  had  been  produced  by  the  district.  How- 
ever, Cushman  (1973)  states  that  one  of  the  richest  claims  on  record  was  just  below  the 
camp  at  Top  o'  Deep.  The  claim  was  said  to  have  yielded  half  a  ton  of  gold  worth 
$240,000.  Yet,  for  the  most  part,  the  district's  underground  mines  were  small  and  closed 
for  long  periods  due  to  litigation  problems  (GLO  Mineral  Survey  Plat  Map  for  T12N 
R13W;  Pardee  1918;  Kauffman  and  Earll  1963). 

Minor  shipments  of  ore  from  the  district  were  reported  in  1918,  1921-1926,  1931  and 
1953  but  the  total  value  of  the  shipments  probably  did  not  amount  to  more  than  $5000.  It 
is  unlikely  any  major  underground  mining  will  occur  in  the  district  in  the  near  future,  al- 
though some  of  the  placer  workings  are  reported  to  still  have  potential  for  profitable  mining 
and  the  Mountain  mine  is  reported  to  contain  a  large  vein  of  ore  which  shows  15  percent 
copper  (Pardee  1918;  Kauffman  and  Earll  1963;  Mace  1988).

Mountain  View  (24GN355) 

The  Mountain  View  mine  was  a  moderate-sized  operation  located  on  unpatented  ground 
about  a  half  mile  east  of  Garnet.  The  Mountain  View  mine  was  originally  recorded  by  the 
BLM  on  September  29,  198 1 .  (The  mine  was  operated  for  a  time  during  the  early  1930s  by 
the  Lakawana  Gold  Mining  Company.)  In  1937  it  was  taken  over  by  Mountain  View  Gold 
Mines,  Inc.  The  company  apparently  mined  the  property  for  about  two  years  before  clos- 
ing down  on  September  1,  1939.  During  the  period  of  operation  the  company  opened  over 
2000  feet  of  tunnels,  drifts  and  stopes.  Ore  was  processed  in  a  25-ton  mill  at  the  mine. 
There  are  no  records  of  the  mine's  production  during  this  period  nor  of  any  production 
during  the  period  following  World  War  II.  In  the  1960s  the  property  was  owned  by  John 
Khor  and  operated  by  Tim  Colver  of  Drummond.  Some  development  work  was  done  on 
the  property  in  1965  but  no  production  was  reported  (GLO  Mineral  Survey  Plat  Map  for 
T12N  R14W;  Mineral  Resources  1931;  Work  Projects  Administration  Mineral  Resources 
Survey  1940;  Geach  1965,  1966). 

Peggv  Ann  ('24GN579) 

The  area  along  the  upper  section  of  Keams  Creek,  where  the  Peggy  Ann  was  located,  was 
originally  a  placer  operation.  The  creek  bottoms  throughout  the  area  were  worked  by 
Frederick  Eggers,  Patrick  Bimingham,  Henry  Epple,  Louis  Hashel  and  Zachariah  Brown 
during  the  1870s.  The  diggings,  in  1880  had  800  feet  of  sluice  boxes,  about  three  miles  of 
ditches,  five  reservoir  and  seven  cabins.  Running  under  the  placer  claims  and  south  of  the 
Peggy  Ann,  was  the  Old  Columbo  Lode,  claimed  by  Charles  Warner  and  the  Switzerland 
Lode  claimed  by  Henry  Uhler.  Neither  claim  appears  to  have  been  mined.  In  the  immedi- 
ate vicinity  of  the  Peggy  Ann  was  a  small  operation  known  as  the  Spokane  mine.  Pardee 
(1918)  reported  the  mine  produced  a  small  amount  of  rich  ore  which  yielded  about  $3000. 
The  mine  probably  operated  during  the  1890s  and  by  1916  the  workings  were  no  longer 
accessible.  The  Peggy  Ann  was  another  small  operation  in  this  vein  which  was  reported  to 
have  operated  for  a  brief  period  around  1918.  The  mine  may  have  operated  intermittendy 
during  the  1920s  and  1930s  and  the  Mineral  Yearbook  for  1940  reported  a  small  amount  of 
ore  had  been  shipped  in  1939.  Some  development  work  was  reported  on  the  property 
during  the  1980s  but  no  ore  was  shipped  from  the  mine  (GLO  Mineral  Survey  Plat  Maps 
Nos.  755  &  7514:  Pardee  1918;  Mineral  Yearbook  1940;  Mace  1988). 

Shamrock  (24GN580) 

The  Shamrock  was  one  of  the  Garnet  district's  first  major  lode  discoveries  when  Samuel 
Ritchey  located  it  in  1 867.  Like  many  of  the  other  lodes,  it  was  not  developed  until  the 
1890s  and  Ritchey  did  not  file  a  claim  on  the  property  until  April  1,  1897.  Ritchey  worked 
the  mine  during  the  late  1 890s  and  then  sold  out  to  J.  S.  McDermott  around  1904.  At  that 
time,  the  mine  had  its  own  10-stamp  mill  with  a  plate  amalgamator  and  concentrator,  a  large 
boiler  and  steam  winch;  extensive  wooden  buildings  and  a  60-foot  incline  shaft  to  reach  the 
mine  workings.  The  Mining  World  on  February  24,  1906  reported  that  Ritchey  shipped 
upward  of  $400,000  worth  of  ore  during  the  period  he  ran  the  mine.  Although  this  figure 
is  undoubtedly  exaggerated,  the  mine  was  one  of  the  more  productive  in  the  district  and,  as 
Pardee  (1918)  reponed,  it  probably  did  ship  more  than  $1()0,000  in  ore  before  1916.  Pro- 
duction was  repwrted  to  have  declined  in  1907  and  apparently  continued  to  dwindle  until  the 
mine  was  closed  around  1913.  The  mine  was  reported  to  have  operated  intermittendy  in 
recent  times  but  no  figures  were  available  on  the  extent  of  production  (GLO  Mineral  Survey 
Plat  Map  No.  5361;  The  Mining  Worid  Sept.  16,  1905;  Feb.  24,  1906;  Pardee  1918; 
Kauffman  and  Earll  1963;  Ellingsen  1970). 
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Willie  r24GN58n 

The  Willie  mine  was  a  small  operation  located  on  unpatented  ground  on  the  east  side  of 
First  Chance  Gulch  about  half  a  mile  south  of  Garnet.  Pardee  (1918)  reported  that  a  large 
quantity  of  ore  was  taken  from  a  quarry  on  the  property.  The  ore  was  shipped  sometime 
prior  to  1916  and  was  said  to  have  yielded  from  four  to  1 1  dollars  per  ton.  An  adit  was 
driven  into  the  lode  from  a  ravine  near  the  quarry  but  there  is  no  record  of  any  further  pro- 
duction from  the  mine  after  1916.  Part  of  the  quarry  and  the  adit  were  in  the  Free  Coin 
claim  of  First  Chance  Mining  Company  (who  also  held  the  Lead  King,  Crescent  and  Bull's 
Eye  claims).  The  claim  was  granted  on  July  26, 1893  and  therefore  it  would  seem  likely 
the  operation  of  the  Willie  mine  was  part  of  this  company's  operations  in  the  area  during 
the  1890s  (GLO  Mineral  Survey  Plat  Map  for  T12N  R14W;  Pardee  1918;  Mace  1988). 

SUMMARY  AND  SIGNIFICANCE  OF  THE  GARNET  DISTRICT 

Mining  Districts  and  Historic  District  Boundaries 

The  Montana  Fish  and  Game  Commission's  Montana  Historic  Preservation  Plan  with 
Historic  Sites  Compendium  (1975)  lists  the  Garnet  Historic  District  but  does  not  define  any 
boundaries,  although  it  is  assumed  the  district  covers  only  the  immediate  area  of  the  town 
of  Garnet.  No  publication  was  available  which  defined  the  historic  Garnet  mining  district 
other  than  the  general  area  around  the  town  of  Garnet.  Pardee  (1918)  noted  that  most  of 
the  mines  in  the  district  were  located  within  a  mile  of  the  town  of  Garnet  and  were  dis- 
tributed along  a  rather  narrow  northwesterly  belt  that  lies  mostly  along  the  watershed  be- 
tween the  Clark  Fork  and  Blackfoot  Rivers.  Other  vaguely  defined  mining  districts  in  the 
area  would  include  Springtown,  Top  o'  Deep,  Beartown,  Reynolds  City  and  Coloma. 

Waldemar  Lindgren,  in  his  geologic  introduction  to  the  U.S.G.S.  cataloging  of  westem 
mining  districts  (Hill  and  Lindgren  1912:5-6),  notes  that,  in  general,  once  a  mineralized 
area  had  been  discovered  and  locations  had  been  made,  a  miners'  meeting  would  be  called. 
At  this  meeting  the  limits  of  the  district  were  defined;  a  name  would  be  given  to  it;  and  reg- 
ulations conceming  claims,  water  rights,  mining  practices,  etc.  would  be  adopted  beyond 
those  of  the  federal  and  state  governments.  However,  as  Lindgren  points  out,  the  principal 
reason  for  the  adoption  of  mining  districts  was  to  have  an  easily  accessible  record  of 
claims.  Although  the  Garnet  mining  district  was  a  recognized  entity  in  the  1860s,  there  are 
no  known  records  of  miners'  meetings  or  other  actions  to  organize  and  regulate  the  district, 
such  as  Lindgren  describes.  This  apparent  absence  of  local  action  may  have  been  due  to 
the  passage  of  the  1872  mining  law  which  effectively  regulated  mining  practices  and  thus 
negated  the  need  for  the  miners  themselves  to  organize  and  regulate  the  district.  WoUe 
(1963)  mentions  such  a  meeting  at  Reynolds  City  in  1865  but  this  was  organized  by  miners 
primarily  to  stop  violence  by  claim  jumpers  in  the  area  rather  than  to  regulate  mining  prac- 
tices. The  Garnet  mining  district  did  not  become  active  in  underground  mining  until  the 
1890s,  at  which  point  such  quasi-legal  miners'  meetings  were  no  longer  needed. 

The  Butte  District  Office  of  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management  began  action  in  1987  and 
1988  to  have  the  town  of  Garnet  and  the  area  immediately  surrounding  it  declared  a 
National  Register  of  Historic  Places  district.  The  BLM's  boundaries  for  this  district 
(24GN540)  encompasses  the  town  of  Gamet  and  an  area  approximately  one-half  mile 
around  the  town  (Figure  2).  The  area  includes  the  E3/4  of  Section  3  and  the  Wl/4  of  Sec- 
tion 2.  The  UTM  references  for  the  district  are:  Zone  12,  A  322405m  E,  5187765m  N;  B 
321000m  E,  5187771m  N;  C  321702m  E,  51886650m  N;  and  D  322425m  E,  5188605m 
N. 
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The  traditional  Garnet  mining  district,  as  used  in  publications  and  common  usage,  would 
most  lii<ely  cover  a  ku^ger  area  of  mining  activity  around  the  town  of  Garnet  than  that  of  the 
NRHP  Garnet  historic  district.  The  general  Garnet  mining  district  would  encompass  Sec- 
tions 2,  3,  El/2  4,  El/2  9,  10  and  1 1  in  T12N  R14W  (Figure  2).  The  UTM  boundaries 
would  be:  Zone  12;  5185800m  N  on  the  south,  3 18600m  E  on  the  west,  5189000m  N  on 
the  north,  and  323400m  E  on  the  east.  This  area  includes  the  sites  of  major  mining  activity 
that  were  directly  related  to  the  town  of  Garnet. 

The  area  of  the  Top  o'  Deep  mining  district  would  encompass  Sections  5  and  8  in  T12N 
R13E  (Figure  3).  The  UTM  boundaries  would  be:  Zone  12;  5185500m  N  on  the  south, 
326480m  E  on  the  west,  5188790m  N  on  the  nonh  and  328100m  E. 

Period  of  Significance 

The  National  Register  Bulletin  No.  30  draft  guidelines  on  rural  historic  landscapes 
(1988:21)  states  that  the  period  of  significance  is  "...the  span  of  time  in  which  a  rural  land- 
scape was  associated  with  important  persons,  events,  activities,  cultural  groups,  and  land 
uses...".  By  this  measure,  the  period  of  greatest  significance  for  the  Garnet  mining  district 
occurred  during  the  1890s  and  early  19()0s  when  the  district's  major  lode  mines  were  ac- 
tive. Some  placer  mining  had  occurred  in  the  district  during  the  1 860s  and  1 870s  but  the 
most  important  placer  workings  in  the  Garnet  Range  were  located  in  the  lower  drainages  to 
the  south  of  the  Garnet  district.  The  district's  underground  lodes  were  located  during  the 
placer  mining  period  of  the  mid-  1860s,  but  they  were  not  exploited  by  major  underground 
mines  until  the  late- 1890s.  The  period  of  intense  underground  mining  began  with  the 
opening  of  the  Nancy  Hanks  lode  in  1896.  This  bonanza  period  lasted  less  than  a  decade 
as  the  rich,  but  narrow,  veins  were  rapidly  worked  out. 

By  1900  the  Nancy  Hanks  was  already  depleted  and  was  leased  out.  After  1901  most  of 
the  district's  mining  activity  was  done  by  operators  who  leased  mines  from  the  original 
owners.  These  lessees  usually  were  small-scale  operators  who  worked  the  claims  by 
themselves  or  with  the  help  of  one  or  two  other  miners.  The  population  of  Garnet  also  de- 
clined to  around  200  by  1905  as  the  mining  industry  through  out  Montana  came  to  a  virtual 
standstill.  In  1912  most  of  the  commercial  buildings  in  Garnet  were  destroyed  in  a  fire  and 
by  1916  the  only  mine  still  operating  in  the  district  was  the  Dewey.  A  small  amount  of  de- 
velopment work  and  production  continued  in  the  district  to  the  present  but  only  on  a  very 
small-scale.  No  major  new  mines  were  developed  and  the  town  of  Garnet  remained  a 
small,  isolated  community  of  around  250  persons.  Although  overall  production  of  the  dis- 
trict was  larger  after  1916  than  it  had  been  before,  this  was  due  to  re-working  of  old  tail- 
ings and  higher  prices  for  metals,  and  little  new  development  occurred  in  the  district  which 
would  have  altered  the  historic  landscape.  Thus,  the  period  of  significance,  when  the  es- 
sential character  and  appearance  of  both  the  town  of  Garnet  and  the  mining  district  were 
established,  occurred  during  the  brief  period  from  1896  to  1901. 

The  period  of  greatest  significance  for  the  Top  o'  Deep  mining  district  was  during  the 
placer  mining  period  of  the  1860s  when,  for  a  brief  period,  it  was  a  booming  mining  camp 
along  with  Reynolds  City,  located  less  than  two  mUes  to  the  west. 

Significance  for  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places  (NRHP) 

The  draft  guidelines  for  historic  landscapes.  Bulletin  30,  states  that  the  "period  of  signifi- 
cance is  the  benchmark  for  measuring  whether  changes  contribute  to  the  landscape's  his- 
toric evolution  or  alter  the  integrity  of  the  historic  scene."  In  the  case  of  the  traditional 
Gamet  mining  district  [excluding  the  town  of  Garnet],  it  appears  the  changes  resulting  from 
nearly  a  hundred  years  of  deterioration  and  neglect  have  seriously  compromised  the  historic 
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integrity  of  the  district  for  its  period  of  significance.  With  the  exception  of  the  town  of 
Garnet,  it  does  not  appears  that  a  great  deal  of  the  physical  evidence  remains  from  the 
Garnet  mining  district's  period  of  significance. 

Although  only  one  site  in  the  Top  o'  Deep  district  was  examined,  it  appears  that,  here  also, 
few  physical  remnants  of  the  district's  period  of  significance  remain.  Since  the  district's 
period  of  significance  encompassed  the  placer  mining  period  of  the  1860s,  nearly  120  years 
have  elapsed  and  it  would  not  seem  likely  that  substantial  physical  remains  firom  the  period 
would  remain. 

The  draft  guidelines  of  Bulletin  No.  30  also  states  that:  "historic  integrity  requires  that  the 
various  landscape  characteristics  that  shaped  the  landscape  during  the  historic  period  be 
present  today  in  much  the  same  way  they  were  historically"  and  that  "the  general  character 
and  feeling  of  the  historic  period. ..must  be  retained  for  eligibility."  This  does  not  appear  to 
be  the  case  with  the  period  of  significance  of  the  Garnet  mining  district.  Although  criterion 
A  would  apply  to  the  district  since  it  is  associated  with  events  that  have  made  significant 
contributions  to  the  broad  patterns  of  history,  the  historic  integrity  of  the  district  appears  to 
have  been  lost.  The  traditional  Garnet  mining  district,  therefore,  does  not  appear  to  qualify 
as  eligible  for  listing  on  the  NRHP  as  a  historic  district. 

The  Top  o'  Deep  mining  district  also  does  not  appear  to  meet  the  criteria  for  listing  on  the 
NRHP.  The  Mountain  mine  (24PW458)  was  said  to  be  the  major  lode  mine  in  the  district 
yet  little  remains  of  it  and  it  is  doubtful  there  are  substantial  remains  of  any  of  the  district's 
other  lode  mines.  It  would  also  seem  unlikely  that  significant  remains  from  the  placer 
mining  period  would  be  intact  after  over  a  century  weathering  and  neglect  The  physical 
integrity  of  the  district  has  probably  been  lost  although  there  remains  the  potential  of  his- 
toric archaeological  remains. 

However,  the  town  of  Garnet  and  the  adjacent  area  around  the  town  have  been  determined 
eligible  for  listing  on  the  NRHP  and  the  nomination  of  the  historic  district  by  the  Butte 
District  Office  of  the  BLM  is  currently  in  progress. 

Historical  Significance 

The  Garnet  mining  district  is  of  historical  interest  and  significance  as  both  one  of  the  earli- 
est mining  districts  in  the  Montana  Territory  and  also  as  the  last  major  gold  camp  in  the  re- 
gion. From  the  mid- 1860s  through  the  1870s  the  drainages  of  the  Garnet  Range  were  ex- 
tensively worked  by  placer  operations  with  millions  of  dollars  worth  of  gold  being  taken. 
The  Garnet  Range  placer  workings  were  located  just  a  year  or  two  after  the  more  widely 
known  gold  rushes  at  Gold  Creek,  Bannack,  Alder  Gulch,  Last  Chance  Gulch  and 
Confederate  Gulch. 

The  major  lodes  in  the  Garnet  district,  such  as  the  Lead  King,  Grant  and  Hartford,  Nancy 
Hanks  and  Shamrock  were  all  discovered  during  this  early  placer  mining  period  but  they 
were  not  developed  until  the  mid- 1890s.  Initially,  the  lodes  were  ignored  because  the 
placers  workings  were  easier  to  work  and  more  profitable.  The  road  up  to  the  Garnet  area 
was  known  as  one  of  the  worst  roads  in  the  area  -  a  simation  which  did  not  encourage  large 
capital  investments  in  the  area.  When  the  district  was  finally  developed,  it  was  done  with 
practically  no  outside  capital.  The  pay  ore  at  the  major  lodes  extended  from  the  surface 
down,  making  it  easier  for  the  mines  to  finance  themselves  without  the  large  investments 
usually  needed  to  stan  up  such  operations  (The  Mining  World  Feb.  24,  1906;  Pardee  1918; 
WoUe  1963). 
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Development  of  the  Garnet  lode  mines  was  also  encouraged  by  the  fact  that  many  miners 
from  other  districts  were  thrown  out  of  work  when  the  silver  crash  of  1893  shut  down 
most  of  the  state's  silver  mines.  Since  gold  prices  were  not  affected  by  the  financial  panic, 
the  Garnet  mines  operated  when  the  silver  mines  did  not  and  unemployed  miners  flocked  to 
the  Garnet  district  looking  for  work.  Most  of  Montana's  silver  mining  districts  never  re- 
covered from  the  1893  crash  and  thus  it  turned  out  the  gold  rush  in  the  Garnet  district  dur- 
ing the  late  1890s  would  result  in  Garnet  becoming  the  last  major  mining  camp  established 
in  Montana.  The  camp  was  not  destined  to  last  long,  however,  for  the  gold-bearing  lodes, 
although  very  rich,  would  prove  to  be  thin  and  were  depleted  within  less  than  a  decade. 
When  the  bonanza  period  ended  shortly  after  the  turn  of  the  century,  the  Garnet  mining 
district  had  produced  approximately  $1,500,000.  Eventually  the  total  would  reach  more 
than  $3,500,000  but  this  still  does  not  rank  the  Garnet  mining  district  as  one  of  the  most 
significant  of  Montana's  mining  districts  in  total  production.  Ultimately,  however,  the  sig- 
nificance of  the  Garnet  mining  district  is  not  in  the  total  production  of  its  ore,  but  rather  in 
its  colorful  and  informative  history. 

Site  Significance 

Although  the  physical  remains  of  the  individual  mine  sites  have  not  been  evaluated  in  terms 
of  age  or  potential  significance  to  the  NRHP,  tentative  statements  regarding  the  potential 
contribution  have  been  made.  This  evaluation  is  for  the  site's  contribution  to  the  traditional 
Garnet  mining  district  and  not  for  the  NRHP  Garnet  townsite  district  (24GN540).  Table  1 
provides  a  summary  of  information  on  the  sites  examined.  Figure  4  shows  the  status  of  the 
sites  within  the  Garnet  mining  district  in  terms  of  their  contribution  to  the  historic  mining 
district.  Of  the  eight  mine  sites  in  the  Garnet  mining  district,  only  the  Shamrock 
(24GN580)  was  considered  to  be  a  major  contributing  element  and  is  possibly  eligible  to 
the  NRHP.  Although  the  condition  and  extent  of  existing  structures  and  features  is  not 
known,  the  Shamrock  appears  to  have  retained  sufficient  surface  structures  and  original 
appearance  to  add  to  the  historic  landscape.  Three  of  the  sites  -  the  Grant  and  Hartford 
(24GN575),  Mountain  View  (24GN355)  and  Peggy  Ann  (24GN579)  -  were  classed  as 
potentially  contributing  to  the  NRHP  and  to  the  mining  district  since  they  are  historically 
significant  but  the  age  and  integrity  of  remaining  features  has  not  been  field-verified  and 
there  is  reason  to  question  their  contribution.  The  remaining  site  are  considered  as  non- 
contributing  and  not  eligible  to  the  NRHP  because  they  are  of  marginal  historic  significance 
and  there  does  not  appear  to  be  sufficient  remaining  features  to  retain  integrity  or  to  add  to 
the  historic  mining  district.  These  sites  include:  the  Austin  (24GN574),  Herzer  and  Green 
(24GN576),  Magone  and  Anderson  Prospect  (24GN577)  and  Willie  (24GN581). 

Figure  5  shows  the  Mountain  Mine  (24PW458)  which  was  the  one  site  evaluated  in  the 
Top  o'  Deep  mining  district.  No  surface  features  remain  on  the  site  other  than  tailings  and 
mine  openings  but  it  was  considered  to  be  potentially  a  contributing  element  to  the  Top  o' 
Deep  district  and  to  the  NRHP  due  to  its  historical  significance  although  it  would  not  be 
eligible  for  listing  on  the  NRHP  since  it  lacks  physical  integrity.

5.4  Historical  information  and  evaluation: 

The  Austin  mine  was  apparently  a  small  operation  on  the  Austin  claim  which  was  opened 
and  produced  for  a  few  years  during  the  1930s.  The  1938  Mineral  Yearbook  lists  the 
Austin  as  a  gold,  silver  and  copper  mine  which  shipped  low-grade  ore  for  smelting  in  1936 
and  1937.  It  is  unlikely  the  mine  was  a  major  producer  or  was  active  for  more  than  a  few 
years  (GLO  Mineral  Survey  Plat  Map  No.  6971-2-3-4-5). 

The  Austin  claim  was  located  by  Henry  Grant  on  May  4.  1895  and  surveyed  in  1903 
(Mineral  Survey  No.  6974),  at  which  time  there  was  only  a  discovery  uinnel  on  the  claim. 
Grant  also  had  the  adjacent  Sierra,  Forest,  Cleveland  and  Gold  King  claims.  The  Sierra 
mine,*  located  on  the  Sierra  claim  a  few  hundred  feet  west  of  the  Austin,  was  reported  to 
have  produced  a  small  amount  of  medium- grade  ore  during  the  late  1890s.  At  the  time  of 
the  1903  survey,  the  mine  had  four  discovery  shafts,  a  discovery  tunnel,  nine  other  shafts, 
two  tunnels,  drifts  and  raises,  and  a  house  -  all  valued  at  $14,120  which  would  indicate  a 
moderate-sized  operation.  The  Austin  operation  appears  to  have  been  an  attempt  to  reopen 
the  vein  worked  by  the  earlier  Sierra  mine  operation.  Other  than  the  small  ore  shipments  in 
1936  and  1937,  no  records  were  available  which  would  indicate  the  mine  produced  any 
significant  amount  of  ore.  Additional  development  work  was  done  at  the  site  in  the  early 
1980s  but  no  production  resulted  from  the  effort  (GLO  Mineral  Survey  Plat  Map  No. 
6971-2-3-4-5;  Pardee  1918;  Mace  1988).

Grant  and  John 
Austin  loacted  both  the  Austin  and  Gold  King  Lodes-   The  next  year. 
Grant  and  Austin  located  their  last  joint  claim  on  April  23,  1895  as  the 
Cleveland  Lode.

square  and  round  nails  are  present.   Cabin  2  measures  14'  X  18'  and  is  built  in 
the  same  manner  except  that  inner  walls  wore  not  hevm.   Both  structures  are  in 
poor  condition  and  are  represented  only  by  lower  walls.   Mine  tailings  partially 
cover  Structure  1  and  the  dump  associated  with  this  component  and  other  structures 
may  have  been  present  but  are  now  completely  buried. 

The  debris  around  the  cabins  and  in  the  trash  dump  is  distinct  from  middens 
associated  with  other  cabins  in  the  area  both  in  tne  kinds  of  artifacts  and  their 
apparent  age.   Much  of  this  debris  is  buried  in  duff  and  at  one  location  washing 
has  exposed  a  profile  that  indicates  the  midden  is  1  meter  deep.   Artifacts  in 
the  midden  include  2"  steel  pipe,  a  sawblade,  shovel  blades,  stove  parts,  lamps, 
barren  hoops,  bottles,  tin  cans,  crockery,  significant  amounts  of  bone,  and  boots. 
Bottles  included  both  cork  top  and  prescription  forms  and  several  have  the  irri- 
descent  oily  surface  weathering  characteristic  of  bottles  of  the  1830' s  and  earlier. 
Solder  top  tin  cans  from  the  1890's  and  earlier  are  also  present.   Subsurface 
excavation  will  reveal  more  datable  artifacts  to  provide  time  parameters  on  the 
occupation  of  the  residential  component  of  this  site.

The  Henry  Grant  and  James  Hartford  Lode  was  first  located  by  the  Butte  and  Garnet  Gold 
Mining  Company  on  October  16,  1875.  The  claim  was  surveyed  in  September  of  1904 
and  was  shown  to  have  a  discovery  shaft,  tunnel  and  winze  valued  at  $2000.  Most  of  the 
mine's  productive  period  apparently  occurred  during  the  next  few  years  when  an  estimated

main  adit  which  drove  eastward  into  the  Magone  and  Anderson  claim.  The  mine  car  tracks 
from  the  adit  to  the  dump  ran  over  a  trestle  which  crossed  the  road  from  Garnet  to 
Bearmouth.  Pardee  reported  there  was  also  a  winze,  with  short  levels,  sunk  200  feet  on 
the  vein,  plus  another  adit  level  on  the  west  side  of  First  Chance  Gulch.  By  1912  and 
1913,  however,  the  mine's  main  adit  was  used  only  for  removing  ore  from  the  adjacent 
Magone  and  Anderson  mine  (GLO  Mineral  Survey  Plat  Map  No.  7327;  Pardee  1918). 

Following  this  early  productive  period  the  mine,  although  owned  by  the  Butte  and  Garnet 
Gold  Mining  and  Milling  Company,  was  operated  by  lessees.  The  mine  was  worked  only 
intermittendy  through  the  1920s  and  1930s.

Mountain.  The  mine  was  on  unpatented  ground  and  apparently  operated  for  a  few  years 
during  the  late- 1930s.

The  mining  remnants  on  the  site  appear  to  have  been  a  small  prospecting  operation  of  the 
Butte  and  Garnet  Gold  Mining  and  Milling  Company  -  the  owners  and  operators  of  the 
nearby  Magone  and  Anderson  mine,  located  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  north  of  the  site.

The  original  Magone  and  Anderson  mine  was  located  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  southeast  of 
Garnet  and  was  one  of  the  more  productive  mines  in  the  district.  In  June  of  1916,  when 
the  claims  were  surveyed,  the  various  workings  on  the  claims  amounted  to  four  discovery 
shafts,  a  tunnel  and  parts  of  two  other  tunnels,  valued  at  $13,690.  When  the  site  was 
examined  by  John  Taylor  in  1981  there  were  the  remains  of  a  two  boarding  houses,  a  small 
shack,  a  log  structure  and  a  steam  powerplant  on  the  site.  The  structures  were  reported  to 
have  dated  from  the  1930s  (GLO  Mineral  Survey  Plat  Map  No.  9876;  Pardee  1918). 

In  1904  the  mine  was  being  run  by  Tom  Anderson  through  four  tunnels  and  a  shaft  with  a 
vertical  depth  of  2500  feet.  The  mine  was  reported  to  have  shipped  one  car  load  of  high 
grade  ore  which  averaged  $80  to  the  ton.  Although  considerable  work  was  done  on  the 
property  before  1910,  the  mine's  most  productive  period  was  from  1910  to  1914.  During 
that  period  the  mine  was  reported  to  have  produced  about  2600  tons  of  ore  in  addition  to 
working  ore  from  old  dumps.  The  ore  was  estimated  to  have  been  worth  over  $150,000 
which  brought  the  mine's  total  production  up  to  about  $3(X),000.  The  ore  was  of  a  high- 
grade  with  some  shipments  running  as  high  as  five  and  one-half  ounces  of  gold,  six  and 
one-half  ounces  of  silver  plus  small  amounts  of  copper  per  ton  of  ore.  During  this  period 
the  working  entry  to  the  mine  was  through  the  main  adit  level  of  the  Grant  and  Hartford 
mine  [see:  24GN575].  Most  of  the  ore  was  taken  from  a  cross  cut  known  as  the  Magone 
and  Anderson  tunnel  No.  5  which  was  located  about  80  feet  above  the  entry  tunnel  (The 
Mining  World  Sept.  16,  1905;  Feb.  24,  1906;  Pardee  1918). 

Following  this  period,  the  company's  charter  expired  and  it  was  reorganized  as  the  Gamet- 
Butte  Gold  Mining  Company.  The  mine  continued  to  operate  under  lessees  who  engaged 
in  small-scale  mining  and  development  work  during  the  1930s.  From  1940  to  1942  the

mine  was  reported  to  have  produced  20,000  ounces  of  gold  and  20,000  ounces  of  silver 
before  the  mine  was  closed  in  1942  by  government  order  which  shut  down  all  non- 
essential gold  mining  during  World  War  II.  The  mine  was  not  reopened  following  the  war 
and  has  remained  inactive  (Gilbert  1935;  Work  Projects  Administration  Mineral  Resources 
Survey  1940;  Trauerman  and  Reyner  1950;  Krohn  and  Weist  1977).

Structure  2  consists  of  scattered  frame  lumber  of  a  shack  build  over  the  21'  X  24 ' 

foundation  of  an  earlier  building.   Extensive  charcoal  around  the  low  earthen 

foundation  indicates  the  structure  burned.   The  clear  glass,  carbide  batteries, 

and  enamel  ware  in  association  with  Structure  2  relate  to  the  1930's. 

Structure  3  consists  of  12'  X  33'  log  boarding  house  with  an  attached  ice  house 

186  feet  southeast  of  Structure  1.   The  original  portion  of  this  building  was 

built  of  sawn  logs  with  interior  walls  hewn  square  and  chinked  with  quarter  rounds 

laid  in  a  "V"  notch.

Reoccupation  of 

the  building  during  the  1930's  had  an  effect  in  stabilizing  natural  deterioration 

and  the  structure  is  in  very  good  condition. 

Structure  4  consists  of  a  6'  X  8'  log  privy  33  feet  west  of  3.   It  is  built  of 

logs  laid  with  square  notches  and  dates  to  the  1930's. 

Structure  5  is  sixteen  feet  west  of  Structure  4  and  consists  of  a  16'  X  16'  log 

building  with  a  frame  lumber  shed  roof.   The  logs  were  placed  using  square  notches 

and  dates  to  the  1930's. 

Structure  6  consists  of  the  steam  plant  associated  with  the  working  of  Tunnel  5. 

Located  50  feet  northwest  of  Structure  5,  the  site  is  represented  by  scattered 

frame  lumber,  fire  brick,  pipes,  and  an  indistinct  foundation.   The  dimensions 

of  the  structure  could  not  be  determined. 


Historical  Research: 

On  February  16,  1916,  the  Dutte  and  Garnet  Gold  Mining  and  Milling 
Company  entered  on  the  Magone  and  Anderson,  Nancy  Hanks,  Lide ,  and 
Adelia  Lodes.   All  four  quartz  lode  claims  were  examined  under  Mineral 
Survey  9876,  conducted  June  27  through  30,  1916.   The  claims  were  pat- 
ented on  June  23,  1917.   This  late  patent  date  probably  refers  to  the 
claim  litigation  which  had  closed  all  the  mines  around  the  town  of 
Garnet  by  1916  because  all  four  lode  claims  had  been  located  by  1898. 
The  Magone  and  Anderson  was  the  first  and  was  located  on  June  29,  1874. 

It  was  not  until  twenty-six  years  later  that  the  Like  Lode  was  located 
on  July  28,  1890.   The  Nancy  Hanks  Lode  (distinct  from  the  IJancy  Hanks 
west  of  Garnet)  was  located  on  September  14,  1892  and  the  Adelia  Lode 
was  not  located  until  June  28,  1898. 

Only  the  Magone  and  Anderson  Lode  was  significantly  worked,  with  some 
tunnels  also  working  the  Nancy  Hanks  Lode.   Of  the  total  of  5  tunnels 
which  penetrated  the  lodes,  only  Tunnel  2  started  from  the  discovery 
shaft  of  the  Magone  and  Anderson  claim,  actually  began  within  the  set  of 
claims.   Prior  to  1910,  Tunnel  #5  was  the  main  working  shaft  of  the  mine 
but  between  1910  and  1913,  the  work  was  done  from  the  main  adit  of  the 
Grant  and  Hartford  Lode,  which  extended  into  the  Magone  and  Anderson  and 
Nancy  Hanks.   In  1914,  $15,000  worth  of  ore  was  recovered  from  the  waste 
dump.   A  total  of  $300,000  of  ore  was  produced  from  the  claims  by  1916. 

A  1916  photograph  taken  of  Anderson  Hill  from  the  v/est  margin  of  Garnet 
illustrates  the  site  as  recorded  above,  particularly  Structure  3.   It  is 
evident  from  this  picture  that  the  steair.plant.  Structure  6,  had  been 
dismantled  by  this  date.

3.2  Site  significance  (NRHP):   The  Mountain  mine  was  probably  the  most 
significant  lode  mine  in  the  Top  o'  Deep  district.  Even  so,  it  was  of  relatively  minor 
importance  and  was  not  a  major  producer.  The  mine  was  active  for  only  a  short  period 
around  1916.  Nothing  remains  on  the  site  other  than  tailings  and  mine  openings  but  due  to 
its  historical  significance  it  could  be  a  potentially  contributing  element  to  the  Top  o'  Deep 
mining  district.

The  Mountain  mine  was  located  three  miles  east  of  the  Garnet  district  on  unpatented  ground 
in  the  Top  o'  Deep  district.  Mining  in  the  Top  O'Deep  district  began  in  the  mid- 1860s 
when  placer  claims  were  first  worked.  Gold-bearing  quartz  veins  were  uncovered  by  these 
early  placer  workings  and  some  of  the  veins  were  worked  at  shallow  depths  although  little 
substantial  lode  mining  occurred  until  later  in  the  nineteenth  century. 

The  Mountain  mine  apprently  was  first  operated  around  the  turn  of  the  century.  By  1916  it 
was  the  only  lode  mine  still  in  operation  in  the  Top  o'  Deep  mining  district.  The  mine, 
operated  by  H.  P.  Hanifin  and  located  on  unpatented  ground  on  the  western  rim  of  the 
basin  at  the  head  of  Deep  Creek,  consisted  of  shallow  workings  only  40  feet  below  the 
surface  with  about  50  feet  of  drifts.  Previous  operators  were  reported  to  have  produced 
one  carload  of  ore  that  yielded  16  percent  copper  but  little  or  no  gold  and  silver.  There  are 
no  records  of  this  small  operation  remaining  active  beyond  1916  (Pardee  1918). 

According  to  Pardee  (1918)  production  in  the  Top  o'  Deep  mining  district  was  limited  and 
by  1916  only  about  $50,000  worth  of  gold  ore  had  been  produced  by  the  district. 
However,  Cushman  (1973)  states  that  one  of  the  richest  claims  on  record  was  just  below 
the  camp  at  Top  o'  Deep.  The  claim  was  said  to  have  yielded  half  a  ton  of  gold  worth 
$240,000.  Yet,  for  the  most  part,  the  dis-trict's  underground  mines  were  small  and  closed 
for  long  periods  due  to  litigation  problems  (GLO  Mineral  Survey  Plat  Map  for  T12N 
R13W;  Pardee  1918;  Kauffman  and  Earll  1963). 

Minor  shipments  of  ore  from  the  district  were  reported  in  1918,  1921-1926,  1931  and 
1953  but  the  total  value  of  the  shipments  probably  did  not  amount  to  more  than  $50(X).  It 
is  unlikely  any  major  underground  mining  will  occur  in  the  district  in  the  near  future, 
although  some  of  the  placer  workings  are  reported  to  still  have  potential  for  profitable 
mining  and  the  Mountain  mine  is  reported  to  contain  a  large  vein  of  ore  which  shows  15 

percent  copper  (Pardee  1918;  Kauffman  and  Earll  1963;  Mace  1988).

5.4  Historical  information  and  evaluation: 

The  Mountain  View  mine  [also  known  as  the  Blue  Moon  mine]  was  a  small  operation 
located  on  unpatented  ground  about  a  half  mile  east  of  Garnet.  The  mine  was  operated  for 
a  time  during  the  early  1930s  by  the  Lakawana  Gold  Mining  Company.  In  1937  it  was 
taken  over  by  Mountain  View  Gold  Mines,  Inc.  The  company  apparendy  mined  the 
property  for  about  two  years  before  closing  down  on  September  1,  1939.  During  the 
period  of  operation  the  company  opened  over  2000  feet  of  tunnels,  drifts  and  stopes.  Ore 
was  processed  in  a  25-ton  mill  at  the  mine.  There  are  no  records  of  the  mine's  production 
during  this  period  nor  of  any  production  during  the  period  following  World  War  II.  In  the 
1960s  the  property  was  owned  by  John  Khor  and  operated  by  Tim  Colver  of  Drummond. 
Some  development  work  was  done  on  the  property  in  1965  but  no  production  was  reported 
(GLO  Mineral  Survey  Plat  Map  forT12N  R14W;  USGS  1931;  Work  Projects

Each  feature  of  this  site  is  discussed  separately  below: 

Mill:   The  overall  dimension  of  this  structure  are  50X60  feet  with  an 

approximate  total  height  of  35  feet.   Three  levels  are  present:   a 
dumping  level  from  the  mine  shafts,  a  main  level  with  a  concrete 
floor  and  a. slightly  lower  level  off  the  main  level.   Further 
research  is  necessary  to  determine  the  preci  e  milling  procedure 
used  at  this  site  but  the  size  of  the  Mountain  View  mill  and  the 
placement  of  its  major  rooms  suggest  it  was  a  concentrator  using  a 
straight  floatation  technique.   A  discussion  of  such  a  technique 
from  a  contemporary  source  is  in  the  1939  publication  Metal-Mining 
Practice  (USDI  Bureau  of  Mines  Bulletin  419,  pp.  396-401).   The 
necessary  attribute  for  such  a  process  is  ore  rich  in  sulfides  and 
this  Is  met  in  the  Garnet  Mining  District.   The  absence  of  any 
structures  or  apparatus  used  in  cyanidation  suggests  concentrates 
were  shipped  directly  to  a  smelter  for  refinement.   The  general 
advantage  to  a  concentrator  is  in  the  shipping  costs  of  high  value, 
low  volume  concentrates  versus  low  value,  high  volume  raw  ore. 

A  hypothetical  milling  procedure  can  be  offered  from  the  features 
of  the  structure.   Even  though  all  the  machinery  was  salvaged  after 
its  closure,  the  mill  retains  fittings  and  wells  which  suggest 
functions.   Raw  ore  was  bro.ught  Co  the  mill  and  dumped  from  the 
dumping  level  to  a  room  on  the  main  level.   This  room  probably 
housed  a  crusher  and  a  small  ball  or  rod  mill.   Two  dumping  chutes 
are  present  at  the  dumping  level  which  may  indicate  a  second  proces- 
sing of  classified  ore  though  the  ball  or  rod  mill  or  a  second  such 
mill  for  this  processing. 

The  largest  room  on  the  main  level  has  a  concrete  floor,  numerous 
water  pipes,  a  machine  well,  and  a  large  double  door  at  one  end. 
These  attributes  suggests  it  was  used  as  a  classifying  room  for  the 
crushed  ore.   Classification  was  generally  done  on  the  basis  of 
specific  gravity  in  that  ore  with  the  highest  precious  metal  con- 
tent will  weigh  more.   During  the  1930's,  some  mills  used  the  old 
Wilfley  Table,  which  operated  on  vibration,  and  some  used  the  newer 
Hardinge  Mill,  which  operated  on  a  rotation  principle.   The  machine 
well  suggests  a  usage  of  the  Wilfley  Table  but  research  is  necessary 
to  confirm  this.   Waste  tailings  could  be  hauled  through  the  doors 
for  disposal  and  classified  ore  hauled  back  to  the  dumping  level 
for  reprocessing.   No  physical  features  of  this  room  suggest  float- 
ation took  place,  but  some  procedures  may  have  been  used. 

The  last  room  at  a  slightly  lower  level  off  the  main  level  still 
contains  the  gear  on  the  base  of  a  frothing  tank  and  indicates  this 
■  room  was  used  for  the  main  floatation  process.   A  gear  of  this  type 
can  also  indicate  use  of  a  Dorr  concentrator  and  thus  the  cyanida- 
tion process,  but  as  the  trash  dump  at  the  site  lacks  cyanide 
barrels,  this  process  was  probably  not  used.   After  frothng, 
the  ore  was  placed  in  mineral  separtation  floation  cells,  dried, 
ami  the  concentrate  shipped  to  a  smelter  for  further  refinement. 
The  1930's  floation  technique  virtually  required  a  second  ball  or 
rod  mill  to  process  the  classified  ores.   Oil  was  mixed  in  with 
this  ore  and  acid  in  the  frothing  tank  reacted  with  the  oil  and 
minerals  to  form  a  rich  metallic  sulfide  froth  which  is  the  end 
product  of  the  process. 


Boarding  House:   The  boarding  house  of  the  complex  is  located  54  feet 
southwest  of  the  mill  and  consists  of  a  10'X30'  log  cabin  with  an 
attached  lO'XlZ'  earthen  banked  ice  house.   Sawn  logs  were  mounted 
in  a  square  notch  and  secured  with  a  spike.   Interior  walls  are 
chinked  with  quarter  poles  and  the  exterior  with  quarter  poles  and 
concrete.   The  gable  roof  of  the  structure  has  collapsed  but  other- 
wise is  in  good  condition. 

Privy:   The  privy  is  a  4'X7'  frame  structure  located  45  feet  west  of 
the  boarding  house. 

Dump:   The  dump  is  located  on  a  slope  below  the  privy.   It  contains 

.primarily  tin  cans  and  glass  containers  with  some  utensils,  cloth- 
ing items,  and  other  debris.   Cyanide  barrels  are  absent.  All  of 
the  debris  dates  to  the  1930's.

the  boarding  house  and  consists  of  a  15'X15'  two  room  frame  struc- 
ture with  a  gable  roof  to  which  a  8  foot  enclosed  front  porch  with 
a  sloping  roof  has  been  attached.

During  the  timber  sale  cutting  unit  survey,  we  superficially  examined  the 
ruins  and  associated  adits  of  the  Mountain  View  Mine  complex.  What  wo 
observed  were  the  ruins  of  a  rock  crushing  mill;  two  cabins;  two  privies;  a 
wooden  water  tank;  burn't  remains  of  a  blacksmith  shop;  one  trash  pile;  four 
adits  with  associated  roads,  trails,  and  tailing  piles. 

Upon  returning  to  the  Butte  District  Office,  Mr.  Bill  Weatherly,  mining 
engineer,  did  a  records  search  of  this  mining  operation.   He  examined  the 
Master  Title  Plats;  General  Land  Office  Plats;  Mining  Records  Claims  Fiche; 
and  several  publications  pertaining  to  mining  production  in  the  Garnet  area. 
The  above  effort  resulted  in  a  negative  finding.  There  appear  to  be  no 
available  records  at  all  on  the  Mountain  View  Mine  complex.   It  appears  that 
this  mining  effort  was  never  surveyed  or  patented.  We  did  consider  that  the 
name  of  this  mine  complex  had  changed.  However,  the  legal  locations  are 
accurate  and  it  is  possible  that  no  one  ever  filed  records  on  this  operation. 

We  have  estimated  that  this  mining  facility  dates  from  the  1940 's  -  1950 's 
period.  This  dating  estimate  was  based  upon  the  examination  of  associated 
trash  deposits  and  residential  cabins. 

Visual  impacts  of  the  selective  logging  operation  to  the  north  of  the  Mountain 
View  Mine  were  considered.   We  decided  to  leave  a  200'  buffer  zone  of 
vegetation.   This  measurement  was  determined  from  the  north  end  of  the  mill. 
The  amount  of  natural  regeneration  already  present,  that  will  not  be  removed, 
will  provide  adequate  vegetative  buffer  and  visual  impacts  will  be  minimal. 
This  mine  complex  receives  very  few  annual  visitors.

3.2  Site  significance  (NRHP):   The  Peggy  Ann  was  a  small  underground  mine 
located  on  the  placer  workings  at  the  head  of  Keams  Creek.

The  area  along  the  upper  section  of  Keams  Creek,  where  the  Peggy  Ann  was  located,  was 
originally  a  placer  operation.  The  creek  bottoms  throughout  the  area  were  worked  by 
Frederick  Eggers,  Patrick  Bimingham,  Henry  Epple,  Louis  Hashel  and  Zachariah  Brown 
during  the  1870s.  The  diggings,  in  1880  had  800  feet  of  sluice  boxes,  about  three  miles  of 
ditches,  five  reservoir  and  seven  cabins.  Running  under  the  placer  claims  and  south  of  the 
Peggy  Ann,  was  the  Old  Columbo  Lode,  claimed  by  Charles  Warner  and  the  Switzerland 
Lode  claimed  by  Henry  Uhler.  Neither  claim  appears  to  have  been  mined.  In  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  the  Peggy  Ann  was  a  small  operation  known  as  the  Spokane  mine. 
Pardee  (1918)  reported  the  mine  produced  a  small  amount  of  rich  ore  which  yielded  about 
$3000.  The  mine  probably  operated  during  the  1890s  and  by  1916  the  workings  were  no 
longer  accessible.  The  Peggy  Ann  was  another  small  operation  in  this  vein  which  was 
reported  to  have  operated  for  a  brief  period  around  1918.  The  mine  may  have  operated 
intermittently  during  the  1920s  and  1930s  and  the  Mineral  Yearbook  for  1940  reported  a 
small  amount  of  ore  had  been  shipped  in  1939.  Some  development  work  was  reported  on 
the  property  during  the  1980s  but  no  ore  was  shipped  from  the  mine  (GLO  Mineral  Survey 
Plat  Maps  Nos.  755  &  7514;  Pardee  1918;  Mineral  Yearbook  1940;  Mace  1988).

The  Shamrock  was  one  of  the  Garnet  district's  fu"st  major  lode  discoveries  when  Samuel 
Ritchey  located  it  in  1867.  Like  many  of  the  other  lodes,  it  was  not  developed  until  the 
1890s  and  Ritchey  did  not  file  a  claim  on  the  property  until  April  1,  1897.  Ritchey  worked 
the  mine  during  the  late  1890s  and  then  sold  out  to  J.  S.  McDermott  around  1904.  At  that 
time,  the  mine  had  its  own  10-stamp  mill  with  a  plate  amalgamator  and  concentrator,  a  large 
boiler  and  steam  winch;  extensive  wooden  buildings  and  a  60-foot  incline  shaft  to  reach  the 
mine  workings.  The  Mining  World  on  February  24,  1906  reported  that  Ritchey  shipped 
upward  of  $400,000  worth  of  ore  during  the  period  he  ran  the  mine.  Although  this  figure 
is  undoubtedly  exaggerated,  the  mine  was  one  of  the  more  productive  in  the  district  and,  as 
Pardee  (1918)  reponed,  it  probably  did  ship  more  than  $100,000  in  ore  before  1916.    Pro- 
duction was  reponed  to  have  declined  in  1907  and  apparently  continued  to  dwindle  until  the 
mine  was  closed  around  1913.  The  mine  was  reported  to  have  operated  intermittendy  in 
recent  times  but  no  figures  were  available  on  the  extent  of  production  (GLO  Mineral  Survey 
Plat  Map  No.  5361;  The  Mining  World  Sept.  16,  1905;  Feb.  24,  1906;  Pardee  1918; 
Kauffman  and  Earll  1963;  Ellingsen  1970).

5.4  Historical  information  and  evaluation: 

The  Willie  mine  was  a  small  operation  located  on  unpatented  ground  on  the  east  side  of 
First  Chance  Gulch  about  half  a  mile  south  of  Garnet.  Pardee  (1918)  reported  that  a  large 
quantity  of  ore  was  taken  from  a  quarry  on  the  property.  The  ore  was  shipped  sometime 
prior  to  1916  and  was  said  to  have  yielded  from  four  to  1 1  dollars  per  ton.  An  adit  was 
driven  into  the  lode  from  a  ravine  near  the  quarry  but  there  is  no  record  of  any  further 
production  from  the  mine  after  1916.  Part  of  the  quarry  and  the  adit  were  in  the  Free  Coin 
claim  of  First  Chance  Mining  Company  (who  also  held  the  Lead  King,  Crescent  and  BuU's 
Eye  claims).  The  claim  was  granted  on  July  26,  1893  and  therefore  it  would  seem  likely 
the  operation  of  the  Willie  mine  was  part  of  this  company's  operations  in  the  area  during 
the  1890s  (GLO  Mineral  Survey  Plat  Map  for  T12N  R14W;  Pardee  1918;  Mace  1988).
